nance. 

Although  the  Historic  Resources  Re¬ 
view  Committee  —  as  well  as  the  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Director’s  office 
—  approved  the  demolition  permit,  the 
reportedly  uninhabitable  and  unsafe 
structure  still  stands.  Someone  appealed 
the  demo  permit  to  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  and  Car>'  Norman’s  plans  be¬ 
came  a  political  football.

requires  him  to  rent  seven  to  moderate 
income  tenants  and  another  eight  to  those 
with  low  incomes. 

According  to  Susan  Lobo,  manager  of 
the  apartments,  the  two  bedroom  units 
bring  SI  169  on  the  open  market.  Seven 
moderate  income  tenants  pay  S969  and 
eight  with  low  income  pay  S550. 

Moderate  income  tenants  will  lose 
their  status  in  June  of  this  year  and  the 
low  income  deal  expires  in  June  1998. 

Planning  Director  Tony  Lobay  said  his 
office  has  received  a  letter  from  Fisher 
indicating  a  willingness  to  talk  about 
continuing  the  arrangement.  Debra 
Bergman,  a  property  manager  for  Fisher, 
said  she  thought  the  project  was  a  “done 
deal.” 

Lobay  said  annual  recertification  of 
tenants  has  not  been  required  under  the 
deal  with  Fisher.  Anyone  who  qualified 
at  the  beginning  of  the  arrangement 
could  have  unlimited  income  later  with¬ 
out  a  rent  increase. 

According  to  Lobay,  the  city  is  con¬ 
sidering  acquisition  of  suitable  low  in¬ 
come  properties,  management  of  which 
it  would  turn  over  to  the  Housing  Au¬ 
thority  of  the  County  of  Monterey.

Pacific  Grove  may  have  failed  on  the 
Parcel  Tax  vote  last  fall,  but  benefactors 
arc  receiving  high  scores  in  efforts  to 
raise  money  for  better  education. 

Interim  Superintendent  Jay  Cobb  told 
the  Beacon  about  30  to  40  checks  ar¬ 
rived  in  the  mail  so  far,  and  that’s  with¬ 
out  an  official  fund  drive.  The  Beacon 
will  help  sponsor  a  fund  drive  for  PG 
education  at  a  latter  date,  with  plans  to 
print  the  names  of  all  contributors  as  well 
as  track  total  funds  to  date. 

The  tax-deductible  contributions  re¬ 
ceived  so  far  range  from  the  S35  stipu¬ 
lated  by  the  failed  Parcel  Tax  measure, 
up  to  an  anonymous  S2,000  donation  to 
the  PGHS  Library. 

“We  want  the  public  to  know,”  Cobb 
told  the  Beacon,  “the  contributions  arc 
not  put  in  the  General  Fund  and  arc 
handled  according  to  the  donor’s 
wishes.” 

Most  gifts  have  been  made  specifi¬ 
cally  for  improvements  to  the  libraries 
and  the  music  programs.  Some  donors 
mail  contributions  to  PG  PRIDE,  while 
others  have  come  directly  to  the  schools.

Just  inside  the  Highway  1 
Gate  to  Pebble  Beach,  in  the 
Del  Monte  Forest,  is  the  new 
California  Department  of 
Forestry  and  Fire  Protection 


(CDF)  fire  station,  replacing 
the  original  Carmel  Hill  Fire 
Station  on  Holman  Highway 
(Highway  68)  adjacent  to  the 
Community  Hospital. 


New  station  has  53-year  history 


The  Peninsula’s  newest  fire  station, 
constructed  on  a  1.5  acre  site  donated 
by  Pebble  Beach  Company,  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  public-private  effort  between 
five  organizations,  and  its  past  spans 
more  than  half  a  century. 

The  original  Carmel  Hill  Fire  Sta- 

tjon,  built  in  JQ43-44.  consisted  of 

2.5  acres  now  owned  by  Community 
Hospital  of  the  Monterey  Peninsula  on 
Highway  68,  “The  Holman  Highway.” 

The  land  originally  belonged  to  Del 
Monte  Properties  Company,  predeces¬ 
sor  to  what  is  known  today  as  Pebble 
Beach  Company.  From  1956-1982, 
approximately  23  acres  of  land,  includ¬ 
ing  the  fire  station  site,  was  granted 
by  Pebble  Beach  Company  to  Com¬ 
munity  Hospital.  In  1965,  the  Carmel 
Hill  Fire  Station  obtained  a  lease  with 
the  hospital  to  remain  at  the  Highway 
68  location  for  30  years. 

For  five  decades,  the  Carmel  Hill 
Fire  Station  on  Highway  68  served  as 
a  home-base  for  forest  and  wildland 
fire  protection  crews  whose  service 
area  included  a  significant  portion  of 
unincorporated  areas  of  Monterey 
County  on  the  Monterey  Peninsula. 
The  station  also  served  to  render  aid 
in  other  unincorporated  areas  of  the 
County,  and  to  local  cities  and  state 
localities  in  need  of  emergency  assis¬ 
tance. 

Crew  members  initially  assigned  to 
the  station  were  not  only  responsible 
for  providing  fire  protection  services, 
but  were  directly  involved  in  the  prepa¬ 
ration  and  placement  of  the  adobe 
bricks  that  became  the  station  house, 
barracks,  and  equipment  buildings. 

The  original  3,624  square-foot 
combination  barracks  building  was  a 


U”  shaped  facility  on  a  concrete  slab 
foundation  with  a  fireplace  and  wings 
surrounding  a  small  patio. 

The  1,684  square-foot  equipment  ga¬ 
rage  with  three  bays  also  housed  a  small 
office,  and  to  the  rear  of  the  building,  a 
small  shed  provided  protection  for  a 

standby  power  jLlcncmtor.  A  nearby 

Over  time,  with  changes  in  fire 
equipment  sizes  and  types,  and  as  needs 
for  the  hospital’s  services  expanded,  it 
became  necessary  for  the  fire  station  to 
fine  a  new  home 

In  1994-95  an  public-private  coopera¬ 
tive  concept  emerged.  Representatives 
from  the  California  Department  of  For¬ 
estry  and  Fire.  Protection  Services, 
Community  Hospital  of  the  Monterey 
Peninsula,  Cypress  Fire  Protection  Dis¬ 
trict,  Pebble  Beach  Community  Ser¬ 
vices  District,  and  Pebble  Beach  Com¬ 
pany  planned  the  construction  of  a 
modern  new  fire  protection  facility. 

A  1 .5  acre  site  was  made  available  by 
Pebble  Beach  Company,  and  agree¬ 
ments  were  made  between  the  entities 
to  assist  with  funding  for  technical  plan¬ 
ning  and  design  studies  needed  to  ob¬ 
tain  permits  for  relocation  and  constme- 
tion. 

After  the  May,  1 995,  groundbreaking 
ceremony,  the  new  station  was  opened 
five  months  later  inside  the  Highway  1 
Gate  to  the  Del  Monte  Forest  area, 
where  crews  have  easy  access  to  the 
station’s  service  areas  and  Highways  1 
and  68.  The  two  new  buildings  include 
a  5,427  square-foot  apparatus  and  of¬ 
fice  building,  and  a  3,240  square-foot 
barracks  building.

Butterflies 

didn’t  understand  that  they  were  not  to 
pick  up  the  butterflies.  Some  of  them 
were  smoking.” 

KofTman  said  the  experience  brought 
home  the  need  to  expand  the  docent  pro¬ 
gram  at  both  the  Monarch  Sanctuary  and 
at  George  Washington  Park. 

The  Sanctuary  is  already  set  up  to 
handle  the  flow  of  visitors,  but  no  such 
design  plan  has  been  implemented  in 
George  Washington  Park,  where  the  bulk 
of  the  butterfly  population  recently 
shifted. 

Although  the  butterflies  arc  very 
popular  with  tourists,  they  also  need  to 
be  protected  from  tourists  who  don’t 
understand  how  to  behave  around  these 
natural  resources  of  ours,”  she  said.  “We 
need  to  address  a  way  to  get  the  visitors 
into  the  Magic  Circle  (at  George  Wash¬ 
ington  Park)  and  then  move  them 
through  the  park.  We  don’t  even  have 
signs  over  there.” 

Mayor  Koffman  says  the  City’s  Natu¬ 
ral  Resources  Committee  will  work  with 
the  Chamber  and  the  Friends  of  the 
Monarchs  to  expand  the  docent  pro¬ 
gram  and  address  additional  signage  and 
informational  issues.  The  City  recently 
printed  new  butterfly  brochures  for  visi¬ 
tors. 

Offenders  warm 
to  PGPD's  new 
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Next  time  you’re  nabbed  for  violat¬ 
ing  the  law,  smile.  Immediately.  Under 
a  new  PG  Police  Department  program, 
officers  will  have  the  discretion  to  ei¬ 
ther  totally  ruin  your  day  or  to  let  you 
off  with  a  warning  ticket. 

The  objective,  cither  way,  is  to  edu¬ 
cate  and  inspire  better  behavior  in  the 
future. 

Although  the  warning  notices  will  be 
used  primarily  to  educate  juveniles  about 
bicycling  without  a  helmet,  skateboard¬ 
ing  and  curfew  laws,  they  will  also  help 
alert  parents  of  the  children’s  misbehav¬ 
ior.  PGPD  will  mail  a  copy  of  each  warn¬ 
ing  notice  to  the  parents.  Parents  will 
be  encouraged  to  call  the  police  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  violation. 

Adults  may  also  be  given  a  break.  Mi¬ 
nor  traffic  violations,  mechanical  de¬ 
fects,  and  noise  complaints  may  result 
in  a  warning,  especially  for  first-time 
offenders.  Minor  Municipal  Code  vio¬ 
lations  —  such  as  barking  dogs,  dogs  at 
large  and  illegal  tree  cutting —  rnay  also 
qualify  for  warnings  instead  ofeitations.

NEVER  sign  a 
blank  contract  of  any  kind  or  one  with 
blanks  to  be  filled  in  later. 

7.  Compare  services,  prices,  and 
credit  offers  before  agreeing  to  a  deal. 
Ask  friends  what  their  experiences  have 
been  with  the  firm  or  service  in  ques¬ 


tion. 

8.  Check  the  firm’s  reputation  with 
your  Consumer  Affairs  Office  or  local 
Better  Business  Bureau.  If  they’re  le¬ 
gitimate,  they  won’t  object. 

Remember,..  If  you  arc  conned,  con¬ 
tact  the  police.  If  you  don’t  report  fraui 
you’re  only  helping  the  crooks.  That’s 
just  what  they  arc  counting  on.

Reconsider 
WAVE  funding 

The  following  comments  were 
pulled  from  an  open  memo  to  the  PG 
City  Council: 

I  strongly  uoje  the  City  Council  to  se¬ 
riously  reconsider  its  financial  support 
of  WAVE  buses  and  the  routing  of  the 
WAVE  buses. 

My  observations  of  WAVg  passengers 
during  weekdays  turned  up  zero  to  a 
handftil  of  riders  per  bus.  On  weekends, 
no  more  than  six  to  eight  riders  were  on 
the  buses  at  peak  hours,  and  buses  at  non¬ 
peak  hours  carried  few,  if  any,  riders. 

The  alleged  18,825  riders  (a  figure 
disputed  by  MST  as  not  possible  and 
including  repeat  rides  by  the  same  “rid¬ 
ers”)  may  have  generated  perhaps  S9,400 
in  farebox  revenue.  This  amount  does 
not  cover  the  cost  of  an  estimated  driver 
wage  of  S 1 0  per  hour,  for  1 ,000  hours  of 
bus  operation  over  the  roughly  100  op¬ 
erating  days  of  the  WAVE  at  10  hours 
per  day. 


Several  buses  would  be  required  to 
sustain  PG  stops  every  30  minutes,  as 
proposed,  and  MST  projects  a  S60,000 
cost  to  extend  service  to  the  Asilomar 
Conference  Center.  How  many  riders  are 
necessary  to  just  break  even  on  this  ex¬ 
tension? 

There  is  no  economic  justification  to 
PG  taxpayers  to  have  the  WAVE  travel 
beyond  Lovers  Point  on  the  loop  around 
Asilomar.  Visitors  should  be  shuttled  to 
downtown  PG  from  the  Aquarium.  Pos¬ 
sibly  a  Lovers  Point  stop  could  be  justi¬ 
fied,  but  it  is  already  a  heavily  impacted 
area. 

The  buses  add  more  traffic  to  an  al¬ 
ready  congested  Ocean  View  Boulevard. 

I  have  seen  motorists,  roller  bladers,  run¬ 
ners,  walkers,  and  cyclists  weave  and 
stop  due  to  the  buses.  These  are  acci¬ 
dents  waiting  to  happen.  In  one  case,  I 
observed  a  woman  fall  with  her  bicycle 
as  she  stopped  because  of  a  WAVE  bus 
loading  passengers.  When  the  various 
users  converge,  what  are  the  rules  of  the 
road?  Autos  don’t  yield  very  often.  In 
fact,  they  tend  to  pass  slow  vehicles.

Shore  Lines

Song  and  I  ran  up  to  Portland  last 
summer.  We  visited  the  old  homestead 
over  in  Hazel  Dell.  Whoever  named 
that  place  deserves  a  monument.  You’ll 
never  persuade  me  that  living  in  a  town 
called  Eodunk  doesn't  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  the  psyche.  Hazel  Dell:  No 
wonder  1  turned  out  so  sweet. 

Standing  here  on  the  bare  edge  of 
the  jolly  season,  I  keep  harking  back 
to  a  Christmas  tree  we  had  on  the  farm 
during  the  days  of  Lindbeig’s  flight,  the 
Dempsey-Tunney  fight  and  Al  Smith’s 
run  for  the  White  House. 

There  was  snow  on  the  ground  when 
they  put  me  in  charge  of  securing  the 
tree.  That  involved  harnessing  old 
Blaze,  rounding  up  a  well-honed  fall¬ 
ing  ax  and  a  log  chain  and  heading  for 
Henry  Ducharme’s  woods. 

You  don’t  just  chip  down  any  old  tree 
when  you’re  on  this  kind  of  mission. 
You  walk  around  about  a  jillion  of 
them,  sizing  them  up  from  every  angle. 
It’s  a  fearful  responsibility  to  place  on 
a  ten-year-old’s  shoulders. 

Of  course,  part  of  the  burden  falls  on 
the  horse.  When  there’s  only  the  two 
of  you,  you  turn  to  her  for  advice.  If 
she  whispers  just  right  you  know 
you’ve  found  the  proper  tree.  Or  that 
she’s  anxious  to  get  back  to  her  oats. 

It  doesn’t  take  any  Paul  Bunyan  to 
fall  a  Christmas  tree.  But  you  have  to 
make  sure  you  drop  it  in  the  right  spot. 
And  y’gotta  get  the  clevis  and  the  chain 
and  the  whiftlctrcc  in  the  proper  con¬ 
junction.

ON  MORE  than  one  occasion  in  recent  months,  applicants  appearing 
before  RG/s  Architectural  Review  Board  have  been  cautioned  by  the  chair. 
They  were  warned  that  due  to  the  absence  of  several  members,  their  project 
would  have  to  get  unanimous  support  from  those  remaining. 

On  many  occasions,  one  or  more  seats  are  empty  because  of  some  per¬ 
ceived  or  real  conflict  of  interest.  The  applicant  lives  down  the  street  from 
a  member  or  is  his  brother-in-law  or  might  buy  his  paint  from  someone  the 
member  knew  in  high  school. 

Under  the  rules  of  the  game,  an  absentee  member  counts  precisely  as 
does  a  negative  vote.  If  three  members  arc  missing,  an  applicant  must  get 
all  four  of  the  remaining  votes. 

Given  the  nature  of  the  beast,  that’s  easier  said  than  done.  Those  folks 
have  more  concerns  than  the  father  of  a  young  lady  leaving  on  her  first 
date.  They  hate  flat  roofs,  vinyl  windows  and  the  Union  Oil  ball  with  a 
purple  passion. 

We  recall  one  female  ARB  member  who  stomped  her  foot  and  declared 
that  while  she  didn  t  know  exactly  why  she  didn’t  like  a  project,  she  was 
still  going  to  vote  against  it. 

Its  hard  to  get  unanimity  out  of  a  bunch  like  that.  A  simple  majority  of 
those  voting  would  be  tough  enough.  Someone  should  ask  the  city  attorney

Grand  Jury: 
Lukewarm  criticism 
of  Rebar  Park

Monterey  ered  only  mild  criticism  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  city  has  handled 
the  ill-fated  Community  Center  Build¬ 
ing 

Responding  to  concerns  about  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  using  $220,000  in  affordable 
housing  money  to  finance  the  project, 
the  report  says  only  that  the  Community 
Development  Director  (Tony  Lobay) 
gave  assurance  that  “use  of  the  grant 
money  was  legal.” 

In  the  complaint  to  the  Grand  Jury',  it 
w^  charged  that  “the  competitive  bid¬ 
ding  process  was  bypassed  due  to  a  per¬ 
sonal  fnendship  with  a  city  official  and 
political  connections  with  members  of 
the  Council.” 

The  Grand  Jury  found  that 
Councilmcmbers  have  not  always  with¬ 
drawn  from  voting  on  matters  which  may 
conflict  with  their  personal  or  business 
interests. 

It  also  recommends  that  the  city  attor¬ 
ney  use  “prudent  judgment  in  request¬ 
ing  outside  opinion  in  questionable  cir¬ 
cumstances  .  -  .  which  might  give  the 
appearance  of  impropriety.” 

Decisions  on  the  building  were  made 
within  the  purview'  of  the  ofTicials  in¬ 
volved,  the  report  reads.  Then  it  cautions 
them  to  be  “circumspect  about  their  per¬ 
sonal  relationships  with  persons  doing 
business  with  the  city.” 

Marjorie  Troutman  of  Pebble  Beach 
chaired  the  Grand  Jury.  John  A.  Thomp¬ 
son  of  Pebble  Beach  also  was  on  the  16- 
member  panel  as  was  Leigh  Rodriguez 
of  Monterey.  Pacific  Grove  was  not  rep¬ 
resented.
